At the same time, he said 
another Egyptian force opened a 
diversionary attack Oil another Is­ 
raeli patrol near Beeairy. 
Gov said the Israeli suffered no 
casualties and did not fire back. 
Three similar incidents were re­ 
ported earlier, as was an anti­ 
aircraft attack on an Israeli plane 
over Israeli territory by Egyptian 
positions opposite Beeairy. 
The incidents came on the heels 
of a protest by Israel to the United 
Nations Security Council against 
what it termed “Egyptian aggres­ 
sions.” 
The Israeli government 
charged that Egyptian troops open­ 
ed fire 21 times on Israeli border 
posts and that Egyptian planes 
invaded Israeli territory 12 times 
in the past three weeks.

THE BRAZILIAN PRESS Asso­ 
ciation sent a message to Ramos 
urging him to preserve the free­ 
dom of the press during the state 
of siege which was suggested by 
the army to ensure that President­ 
Elect Juscelino Kubitschet takes 
office as scheduled on January 31. 
The press association expressed 
"confidanea in tha. preservation of 
constitution:! principles and faith 
in the victory of the democratic 
regime" but renewed "its warning 
oi the necessity of the preserva­ 
tion of press freedom.” 
The warning said Ramos "knows 
very well that the absence of free 
criticism is more nefarious than 
possible excesses of journalism.'’ 


HOWEVER. 
CENSORSHIP 
of 
radios and newspapers was still in 
effect for the fifth straight day. 
Radio Globo and radio Jornal do 
Brasil, both identified with the op­ 
position N a t i o n a l Democratic 
Union Party, were closely cen­ 
sored. The semi-official Radio Na­ 
cional was under constant censor­ 
ship and an army major was 
named director. 
The split over Kubitschek has 
produced two political crises with­ 
in the past two weeks.

Clear Way for 


French Return 


to United Nations 


UNITED NATIONS, N. Y„ Oft — 
The U.N. General Assembly with­ 
out objection today struck off its 
agenda the question of Algeria and 
opened the way for France to end 
its two-month boycott of the world 
parliament. 
The French walked out of the 
Assembly September 30 when the 
Assembly decided to put the Al­ 
gerian issue on its agenda for full 
debate. 
A conference of the powerful 
Arab-Asian group today brought 
agreement on a formula to delete 
the item from the agenda for this 
session, leaving it open to be 
raised again in the future. 
Foreign Minister Antoine Pinay 
led the French delegation out of 
the assembly two months ago when 
it voted by 28 to 27 to put the 
Algerian question on the agenda 
for full debate. The French con­ 
tended that the United Nations had 
no right to interfere in a domestic 
issue, holding that Algeria is legal­ 
ly part of France, 
A French foreign office, spokes­ 
man in Paris said that if the UN 
General Assembly "should decide 
to strike Algeria off its agenda we 
shall reconsider our position.” Dip­ 
lomatic sources said .there was 
little doubt that France would re­ 
turn if the issue is dropped. 


Thanksgiving 
Traffic Toll 
Set at 144

Thanksgiving Day, a holiday not 
ordinarily marred by a high traffic 
death rate, resulted In a "shock­ 
ing” number of fatalities, a com­ 
pilation showed today. 
The United Press counted 144 
traffic deaths across the country 
between 6 p.m. Wednesday and 
midnight last night. 
Heretofore, 
Thanksgiving 
Day 
has been more like an ordinary 
Thursday so far as traffic fatalities 
were concerned, according to the 
National Safety Council. The coun­ 
cil make; no prediction on the 
number of traffic fatalities expect­ 
ed during Thanksgiving. 
However, a council compilation 
for Thursday, December 2, 1954, 
made in the interest of the first 
Safe 
Driving 
Day, 
showed 
81 
deaths in the United States. This 
includes delayed deaths. 
A council spokesman informed of 
the United Press count said it was 
a “shocking figure.” 
Fires killed 11 persons and mis­ 
cellaneous accidents 22 yesterday 
for a total of 177 violent deaths 
during the holiday. 


U i. to Test New 


H-Bomb, Equal 


to Russian Best 


WASHINGTON, IW — The United 
States next Spring will test new 
H-bomb models expected to equal 
or exceed the new Soviet super 
weapon in destructive power. 
That this countrjf plans to re­ 
sume super weapon tests at the 
Eniwetok proving ground in the 
Pacific was confirmed today by 
Rep. James E. Van Zandt, K-Pa., 
a member of the congressional 
Atomic Energy Committee. 
"The United States," he said, 
“will launch another series of 
special weapons tests next Spring 
in the Pacific." 


VAN ZANDT ADDED the tests 
will proceed as scheduled. He de­ 
nied a report that the tests had 
been delayed or canceled because 
of the Geneva Big Four conference 
and the world atoms for peace 
plan. 
"There has been no postpone­ 
ment, no cancellation; they are 
proceeding on schedule,” he said. 
Other sources said a variety of 
H-bomb models will be tested. In­ 
formed sources believe they will 
include devices of different energy 
yields including some comparable 
to millions of tons of TNT. 
The Soviet super weapon test 
announced by the AEC this week 
was in that range. The new U.S. 
models, it was understood, will in­ 
clude some larger than the fam­ 
ous shot of March 1, 1954, and 
some smaller.

hower is expected to take a per­ 
sonal hand-lit the start of the Re­ 
publican legislative program in the 
crucial election year.

In the days ahead the President 
will be taking on his businest sche­ 
dule since he suffered a heart a t­ 
tack September 24. 


NEXT MONDAY he will hold a 
poliltical conference with GOP Na­ 
tional Chairman Leonard W. Hall.

Faure Calls for 


Confidence Vote 


for Sixth Time 


PARIS, IW — Prem ier Edgar 
Faure called today for a National 
Assembly confidence vote in a 
make or break attem pt to keep his 
job and push through nationwide 
elections in January. 
The sixth vote of confidence In 
as many weeks will be taken Tues­ 
day. 
Faure m ade his formal demand 
when the National Assembly again 
tried to stall on his demands for 
electoral reform s and a general 
election by February. 
His chances of winning were 
considered only about even. 
The Assembly steering commit­ 
tee first threw out his plea for an 
urgent debate next Tuesday on a 
new electoral law by a vote of 375 
to 224. 
Then, by a vote of 257 to 244, 
It voted to give priority to a debate 
on general government policy that 
well might force him from office. 
When the 
steering committee 
votes went against him Faure re­ 
torted angrily that he would ask 
the whole Assembly for a verdict 
on his plans. 
The vote could come this week­ 
end or early next week. 
Then he rushed to an urgent 
cabinet m eeting under President 
Rene Coty. 
There, his ministers 
backed him and approved a new 
election bill designed to fix na­ 
tionwide polling at the latest on 
February 5 and 12 in two rounds. 
The bill provided that the As­ 
sembly Itself m ust agree on a new 
electoral system by December 31. 
Failing that, its powers would end 
on February 16, and the Faure gov­ 
ernment then would figure out the 
electoral system for the February 
election. 
The Assembly was a morass of 
political intrigue and Faure once 
again was fighting for his political 
life with little more than an even 
chance of surviving as premier.

Antarctica to be 


Well Populated 


WASHINGTON, (IK - R ear Adm. 
Richard E. Byrd at the age of 67 
set out today on his fifth Antarctic 
expedition—a venture he believes 
will foreshadow the first perm a­ 
nent settlement on the icy conti­ 
nent. 
The famous explorer predicted 
at a news conference on the eve of 
his departure that Antarctica will 
become a land of permanent citi­ 
zens, mostly civilians, living in 
villages of perhaps 500 persons 
when the present exploration ends 
in 1959. 
"Eventually, this is the begin­ 
ning of the opening of a great 
continent that is going to be of 
great value to generations to come 
and to the peace-loving peoples of 
the world,” he said.

S-D DAY IS COMING — Next Thursday (Decem­ 
ber 1st) will be observed as Safe Driving Day all over 
the United States. It is sponsored by President Eisen­ 
hower’s Committee for Traffic Safety. 
Inaugurated 
last year to help reduce slaughter on the highways of 
America, it brought some good results and will be re­ 
peated every year. Palm Springs will participate with 
George Bond, schools transportation superintendent, as 
S-D chairman. It has been suggested that during the 
week prior to S-D Day all drivers “practice” safe driv­ 
ing. Most motorists know how to drive safely —ethey 
just don’t try. 


The case against the driver in any accident is very 
strong. While he knows that driving in today’s traf­ 
fic is fraught with danger on all sides, he will pull some 
amazing boners by ignoring common sense precautions. 
CAUSES OF ACCIDENTS — It may seem foolish 
to remind people of the basic causes of traffic accidents 
because they know them so well. But in the belief that 
a little refreshing on the subject this week might help 
save a life, here are some of them — based on the facts: 


About 3 out ot every 10 driven involved In fatal acci­ 
dents in 1954 were violating a speed law. Excessive speed 
is the most frequent driver violation. 
One out of every 5 drivers involved in fatal accidents in 
1954 (condition proven) had been drinking. 
The weather was a factor in one out of every six fatal 
accidents — rain, snow, fog, etc. Drivers failed to take prop­ 
er precautions. 


The accident rate is two to three times as great at night 
Avoid driving at night when possible for greater safety. 
Six per cent of all fatal accidents in 1954 were caused by 
a faulty condition of the vehicle — such as tire failures. 
It was the major cause of accidents on the Pennsylvania 
Turnpike. 
More than one-fifth of all motor vehicle accident deaths 
last year were pedestrians, one-third of whom were age 95 
or over. Pedestrians must use their heads as well as their feet. 
Safe driving should, of course, be a year-around 
rule but it is certainly a good idea to take a refresher 
course once a year. Enroll now!

Strange as it may seem, nothing 
was done as far as fire protection 
was concerned until the early part 
of 1931 when one of the only two 
grocery stores caught fire and 
burned to the ground. Had the 
weather conditions been other than 
what they were, we would have 
lost half of Palm Springs. 


IN FEBRUARY OF 1*31 
the 
Palm Springs Chamber of Com­ 
m erce donated $500 to the Fire 
District. This money was used as 
a down payment on the city's 
first truck, and on March 31, 1931, 
the Palm Springs Fire Department 
was organized with a membership 
of twenty volunteers. From March 
of that year to December the de­ 
partm ent responded to 4 calls. 
In 1936 the fire station located 
on North Palm Canyon Drive was 
built and the district employed one 
man as a full time fireman to take 
care of the station and its one 
piece of apparatus. 


TODAY. NEARLY twenty years 
later, Palm Springs has two fire 
stations, 
three 
pumper 
trucks, 
three pickups and a chief’s car, 
with a paid department of 14 men 
and nine volunteers. 
Naturally, as the city grows the 
work load on the departm ent be­ 
comes heavier. As an illustration, 
for the fiscal year ending June 30, 
1955, this departm ent responded to 
129 calls in the city. 
The above figure does not in­ 
clude 
the 
m any 
miscellaneous 
calls thEt we receive, such as mak­ 
ing inspections for rubbish and 
trash, checking electrical wiring 
and electric motors, making busi­ 
ness license inspections and check­ 
ing places of public assembly to 
see that all exits are kept clear for 
any emergency. 


THE FIRE DEPARTMENT also 
acts as a rescue squad, respond­ 
ing to emergency calls with resus- 
citor, oxygen, etc., and personnel 
are trained in lifesaving and first 
aid. 


We as members of the F ire De­ 
partm ent feel that we have come 
a long way in giving the residents 
of Palm Springs better” service 
and will continue to do so to the 
best of our ability.

WASHINGTON— President 
Ei­ 
senhower is going to get back that 
pension he voluntarily relinquished 
when he announced his candidacy 
in the Spring of 1952. 
The bipartisan leladers »f Con­ 
gress are quietly planning to do 
that at the session which convenes 
in January.** 
When the President decided to 
run for the White House, he re­ 
signed his commission as a five- 
star general. He did not have to 
do that. As a career officer with 
more than 30 years service, he 
was entitled, at that exaltled rank, 
to receive his full pay and allow­ 
ances for life. 
This amounts to $22,943.36 a year 
plus an officer aide, an enlisted 
clerk, and office facilities. 
Those 
receiving 
these 
em ol­ 
uments are: Generals G e o r g e 
Marshall, 
Douglas 
MacArthur, 
and Omar Bradley: and Admirals 
Ernest J. King, William D. Leahy, 
and Chester W. Nimitz. Marshall 
Bradley, King and Leahy have of­ 
fices in the Pentagon; MacArthur 
in New York, and Nimitz in San 
Francisco. 
Two proposals are under consid­ 
eration for assuring that the P res­ 
ident and Mrs. Eisenhower have 
a comfortable income. 
Most probable m easure is a bill 
already passed by the Senate and 
pending in the House providing 
pensions for ex-presidents. 
Sponsored by Senator John O. 
Pastore (D .R.I.), this legislation 
takes care of both presidents and 
their wives, as follows: For the 
form er - $22,500 a year, plus a 
clerical staff, with salaries set by 
him. totaling up to $42,240, office 
facilities in a convenient federa! 
building, and unlimited free m ail 
(franking) privileges. For one-time 
F irst Ladies $10,000 a year. 
The original Pastore bill fixed 
the presidential pension at $25,000, 
but later this was pared down be­ 
cause, "The committee felt the 
compensation should be made com ­ 
mensurate with that being paid to 
members of Congress, which is 
322,500. The Senate approved the 
legislation by a voice vote on May 
5,1955, after a brief discussion. 
Shortly before Congress adjourn­ 
ed, the House Civil Service Com­ 
mittee, at the request of Demo­ 
cratic Floor Loader John McCor­ 
m ack, Mass., m ade the bill its 


first order of business next year. 
McCormack proposes to put the 
measure through the House soon 
after the session gets underway. 
The other plan for restoring the 
President's Army pension is to re­ 
instate him as a five-star general. 
That would automatically put him 
back on the Army’s rolls at his old 
$22,943 pay and allowances. 
House Leader McCormack and 
Representative Stuyvesant Wain- 
wright <R., N Y.) are ready to of­ 
fer the necessary legislation f o r 
that, if for some reason the presi­ 
dential pension bill is not enacted. 
Their move would be bipartisan 
and above politics. 


COSTLY FARM — 
The Presi­ 
dent's Gettysburg farm has cost 
him to date around $290.000, and 
its maintenance is running at about 
$25,000 a year. This level of out­ 
lay over income is expected to 


continue for several m ore year*, 
until the producing capacity of th* 
farm is fully developed. This loss 
is deductible. The 1954 income tax 
law has a provision, known as the 
"hobby loss", which perm its farm 
owners to write off up to $50,000 
losses a year - for five years... 
Members of the White House staff 
estimate the President's expenses 
exceed his $100,000 taxable sal­ 
ary and $50,000 tax free allowance 
for official entertainment and simi­ 
lar purposes...The President mad* 
a net of $476,250 from his best sell-1 
ing "Crusade in Europe." Judicious 
investments, 
before 
he 
became 
President, considerably increased 
this capital. Publishers are already 
putting out feelers for the Presi­ 
dent’s White House memoirs. He 
definitely intends to write them. A 
tentative title already has been se­ 
lected, '‘Crusade for Peace."

WASHINGTON, (IB — A woman 
—Mrs. Sarah J. Hale—gets credit 
iu the history books for the annual 
national observance of Thanksgiv­ 
ing Day on the last Thursday in 
November. 
Mrs. 
Hale, editor of Godey's 
Lady's Book, for 20 years urged 
that Thanksgiving be celebrated 
nationally on a uniform date, the 
last Thursday in November. 
Besides her editorials in the once 
powerful women’s magazine, Mrs. 
Hale m ade her annual plea in let­ 
ters to Presidents Fillmore, Pierce, 
Buchanan and Lincoln as well as 
to state governors. 
It was her last editorial, in Sep­ 
tember, 1863, that bore fruit. Pres- 
iden't Lincoln the following month 
proclaimed the last Thursday in 
November as a day of national 
thanksgiving and "invited" citizens 
everywhere to observe it. 
Lincoln Not First 
It has been a regular observance 
ever since, although in 1939 Presi­ 
dent 
RooseVelt 
proclaimed 
the 
third instead of the fourth Thurs­ 
day to give merchants a longer 
sales period between Thanksgiving 
and Christmas. 
Some governors refused to go 
along with the change. 
And in 
1942, by joint resolution of Con­ 
gress, the nation returned to the 
fourth Thursday observonce. 
President 
Lincoln's 
proclama­ 
tion wasn't the first, however. 


George Washington issued the 
first presidential one in 1789 for 
the nation to give thanks for the 
successful cotftlusion of the Revo­ 
lutionary War and the adoption of 
the new Constitution. 


Sporadic Proclamations 
* 
Furthermore, 
Samuel 
Adams 
headed a group of New Englanders, 
fam iliar with days of thanks pro­ 
claimed by Pilgrim leaders, which 
was responsible for an annual con­ 
gressional Thanksgiving Day proc­ 
lamation from 1777 to 1783. But 
proclamations for days of thanks, 
by either Congress or president, 
were sporadic after that date. 


Lincoln himself called for days 
of Thanksgiving in 1862 and 1863. 
But in both years he urged Amer­ 
icans to give thanks "at their next 
weekly assembly for worship" and 
the thanks and prayers were main­ 
ly for Union victories in the Civil 
war and for "Divine m ajesty . . . 
to subdue the anger which has 
produced and so long sustained a 
needless and cruel rebellion.” 


Lincoln’s proclamation in 1863 
began with the now traditional ref­ 
erence to "these bounties, which 
are so constantly enjoyed that we 
are prone to forget the source from 
which they come . . 


A rest betwpcn wearing! adds to 
the life of foundation garm ents.

It w a i a itorm y Friday evening, 
we w ere late getting awy from our 
offices, and all of us were anxious 
to get to our little home in the 
country. Suddenly th e cars before 
us stopped, and for the next two 
hours w e craw led, until we passed 
the accident w hich had involved 
three c a rs. 
During those long, dismal m in­ 
utes 
of 
torturous 
sitting, 
m y 
thoughts 
leaped 
forw ard to the 
tragedy which I knew had occurred 
ahead of us — an d then leaped 
back to m y desk in which I had 
put i le tte r from President Risen- 
hower's 
Com m ittee 
for 
Traffic 
Safety announcing th at A m erica's 
second annual "S afe Driving D ay" 
would be held thie D ecem ber 1. I 
had saved the letter because, while 
I w anted to contribute something 
to "S-D D ay.” 1 h a d n 't been able 
to figure out the sort of bread 
and-butter treatm ent to which my 
column is dedicated. 


But as I sat in th e c ar that F ri 
day evening, the econom ic aspects 
of the accident cam e crashing into 
my m ind. F o r it w as then th at I 
realized 
how 
heavily 
“ I” 
w as 
financially involved in it — even 
though It happened m iles aw ay 
from m e. 
And “ I” in this Instance am 
-you” — and every Am erican. 


THE TRA FFIC ACCIDENT toll 
has now reached m onstrous totals. 
Last year alone, th ere w ere nearly 
10.000.000 traffic accidents in our 
land! E v ery 25 seconds somebody 
was injured; over 36,000 people 
w ere killed, over 1.250,000 were dis­ 
abled beyond the day of the acci­ 
dent; excluding death from natural 
causes, th ese accidents were the 
greatest single killer of farm peo­ 
ple. 
• 
Every one of these accidents 
raised your cost of living and mine 
—and that holds, even though you 
m ay never have dented a fender. 


For as a result of th e massive 
num ber of accidents, you and I 
a re paying m uch higher rates for 
ou r 
autom obile 
insurance 
than 
otherwise would he necessary. In­ 
surance 
com panies 
a re 
paying 
m ore than *1 billion a year just 
to settle au to claim s — and this is 
adding at le a st $15 a y e a r to our 


insurance prem ium s. 


As a result of our dreadful acci­ 


dent record, the oost of nearly 


everything we need and want to 
buy to live is increased. In 1954, 
the production tim e lost by w ork­ 
ers Injured or killed off the job— 
principally in auto accidents—hit 
the fantastic level of 55,000.000 
m an-days! This loss in tim e raised 
the cost o? the goods and service* 
turned out by these w orkers — 
and the costs w ere passed on to 
you and m e In the prices charged 
us for those goods and services. 


AS A RESULT of our increasing­ 
ly appalling accident history, th* 
costs of operating trucks are w ay 
up. Since nearly everything we us* 
is transported by truck at som* 
point, these costs are passed on t<v 
us in the prices we pay. 


And as a result of all our auto­ 
mobile tragedies, 
the taxes w« 
m ust pay to support public hospi­ 
tals, police and fire departm ents-» 
and m any other essential state and 
city services—are boosted. As on* 
city official put it to m e. “ We 
need a iarge detail just to sweep 
aw ay the glass scattered by acci­ 
dents every day.” 
And as I sat and thought m y 
m iserable thoughts, m y m ind leap­ 
ed also to;. "W hat if I w ere direct­ 
ly involved?" 


WITH 10,000.060 accidents a year, 
the odds certainly a re against m e. 
And who among you can say no 
m em ber of your fam ily or none of 
your friends ever has been injured 
in an automobile accident? 
The emotional aspects 1 om it; 
you know them as well as I. But 
the bread-and-butter im pact? The 
loss of earnings, of capcity, of ef­ 
ficiency. or self-confidence?

THE 
PRO FOOTBALL 
races, 
now tightened up with Cleveland 
and Washington the leaders in the 
Eastern conference and the Chica­ 
go Bears in the loop lead in the 
Western conference, are accenting 
defense, rather than offense, this 
year. 
Many observers of professional 
football, of course, point to the 
line play, not the passing or run­ 
ning attack, as the key to success 
In the paid grid sport. 
And the figures apparently bear 
this out, too, for the leading of­ 
fensive teams in the loop, the 
Bears and the Browns, still are 
averaging only 27 and 26 points a 
gam e respectively, over their first 
eight-game span. 
And the others 
are way down in average in scor­ 
ing points. 
-For ball ciubs which throw the 
ball around as much as do the 
pros and kick field goals from vir­ 
tually anywhere up to half the 
field, this seems a bit unusual. 
But, as noted above, that's the 
story of pro football —■ those big 
lines up front. 


LIKE A BASEBALL team which 
Is good when it’s strong down the 
middle, a pro grid team seems to 
follow the pattern. It’s the bul­ 
warking on the line that gives the 
passer the protection he needs to 
throw and connect on so many 
heaves. It's the titanic line play 
among 
the 
230-pounders 
which 
breaks up those off-tackle smashes 
and the rugged ball-carrying bursts 
of such line-busters as Alan Ame­ 
che. Ed Modzelewski or Vic Jano- 
wicz. 
Those are big men, rough men, 
playing on the forward wall in pro 
football, and. as a result, the offen­ 
sive plays second fiddle to the de­ 
fense. 


ON THE COLLEGIATE front, 
there are 10 major team s who have 
collected over 200 points In their 
gam es to date. And yet, In pro 
football, where the pass is the 
easiest way to make yardage and 
m any times to score, only the 
Browns and the Bears have reach­ 
ed that figure. 
And. strangely, the collegians 
have resorted to the use of ground 
plays more this year than in most 
other campaigns in recent years. 
Ohio State is a good example of 
Ihe ground game. The Bucks did 
virtually all their gaining in their 
last two games via the ground 
route. 


MUCH OF the credit for the fine 
play of the pro lines goes to the 
assistant coaches who rem ain un­ 
knowns In the face of the accented 
publicity given the head coach. 
But their worth is recognized 
because many of those line coaches 
move up to head coaching jobs, 
both in the pro field and the col­ 
legiate world.

Russian Olympic 


Team May Win

NEW YORK IW — When they 
pick sn unofficial "winner'' of the 
1956 Olympic Games it may well 
be Soviet Russia. The Russian 
state-sponsored team has been pre­ 
paring for many years to outstrip 
the champions of the free nations. 
But the modern Olympic Games 
which began in 18% have never 
had as their ultim ate end any na­ 
tion 
winning 
the championship. 
The sports are entirely individualis­ 
tic, and rightly so. 
Our 
history in the Olympics 
gives usggreat pride in our country 
and its fine young athletes. 
Just 
recently I completed a trip around 
the world and I can assure you 
that there will be intense interest 
in all countries as to the individ­ 
ual results of the 1956 games, 
which take place in Sweden, Italy 
and Australia. 


THIS INTENSE INTEREST is 
due prim arily to the competition 
of the Russian athletes. 
The policy of the United States 
has always been to support the 
American teams by private con 
tribution. 
Our 
athletes 
always 
compete with a free spirit, and it 
may be that we m ay not have 
our best athletes in Australia due 
to the tim e element. 
The Olympic Games take place 
in late November and early De­ 
cember when many of our track 
champions will be attending col­ 
lege. There is also the great dis­ 
tance to travel to these sports 
which will prevent those who work 
from taking off that much time. 


THE MAIN REASON that our 
boxing team did not do so well in 
the recent trip to Europe was be­ 
cause they were not in condition. 
We have the sam e problem next 
year in considering the tryouts (or 
the Olympic teams. 
Some of the 
tryouts are to be held in June: 
the actual competition not until 
November. 
There can be great 
changes in the ability of athletes 
between June and November. 
As chairm an of the United States 
Olympic Finance Committee it is 
my hope il.at 'he American people 
realize the importance of a con­ 
tribution at this time. We will send 
more than 400 athletes and offi­ 
cials and the equipment. A million 
and a half dollars are needed for 
this purpose. Contributions are be­ 
ing received at the U. S. Olympic 
Fund. Biltmore Hotel, Now York. 
Those carrying our shield in the 
Olympics have a far greater task 
to accomplish than merely dis­ 
playing athletic prowess — they 
are American ambassadors of all 
that is the very essence of the 
United States, conveyed through 
them, to the rest of the world.

Near the end 
ol his windup he suddenly, often 
without realizing, abandons this 
alignment to lunge, steer or jab 
at the ball.

ure m ust begin with the player's 
notion of what he should do in 
the downswing.

tion should be fixed on items that
